Dec. 33,—J ud;;« Evans an­ 
nounced his decision Thurs lay morning in 
the great Hocking Valley railroad case of 
Shaw c^al. vs. Burke et al. 
This decision 
was od à motion to dissolve an injunction re­ 
straining the defendants from disu sing of 
certain stock held by them, but the merits of 
the case were involved. 
The court found 
that in J uly , iSSl, the defendant, Burke and 
his associates, purchased substantially all of 
the capital stock of three railway companies 
and consolidated them into one company {the 
plaintiff;. 
The consolidated companies’ au­ 
thorized stock was $ 20,000,000, of which over 
one-half was issued to Burke and associates 
in ex change for their stocks in the con­ 
stituent companies; whereby 
Burke and 
associates 
became the owner and 
hold­ 
ers 
of 
all 
the 
stock 
of 
the 
consolidated company . 
They held a stock­ 
holders’ meeting and elected themselves di­ 
rectors. Afterwards, as directors, they pur­ 
chased the entire capital stock of the Hock­ 
ing Coal and Railroad company , of the nom­ 
inal value of $ 1,500,000, and of the actual 
value of about $ 80u,0QO, for which they gave 
$ 8,000,000 of the mortgage bonds of the 
company , or their proceeds. 
At the time of 
the purchase Burke and other persons, who 
constituted the majority of ihe directors, 
were the owners of a very large portion of 
the stock purchased. 
Burke and associates, 
from the proceeds of the bonds, paid off an 
indebtedness of about $ tî,0J û,0QJ due from 
them upon their notes to a third party who 
held their consolidated stock as collateral to 
those notes. 
The court held that the purchase of the 
stock of the Ilocking Coal and Ilfailroad com­ 
pany was void. 
First, because the directors 
had subtantially purchased the stock from 
themselves; and secondly, because the con­ 
tract was ultra vires. 
The mortgage ior the 
bonds was drawn to cover ad the properly, 
real and persmml, which the company there 
owned or might acquire, and the mortgage 
provided that the proceeds of the bonds were 
to bo applied to double-tracking, etc., and 
otherwise improving the company’s railroad. 
These prosmions of the mortgage are cov­ 
enants L dwemithe plaintiff company and 
the trustee named in the mortgage to induce 
parties to invest in the bon Is. 
The directors 
old r.ot u j thf> bonds, or their proceeds, for 
any purpo-'o stated in the mortgage. 
They 
used a 1 of ¡mi l $8,000,0JO of bonds to pur­ 
chase, at ion times its actual value, the en­ 
tire capital capital stock of a mining eor- 
porporaiion, in which, at the time of the 
purchase, a mr.j *rity of the directors had a 
large inter« d, and for which th y have re­ 
ceived in payment a large portion of the 
bonds or proceeds. 
The use which the directors made of the 
fund was, prima facie, at least, a violation 
of the rights of the bondholders, and an in­ 
jury to them, which in equity, upon their 
application, could have been prevented by 
injunction. 
If the directors purchase their 
own property from themselves and 
pay 
themselves with corporate funds, the com­ 
pany may, in its own name, by action com­ 
pel 
them 
to 
account for 
the 
funds 
so 
receive 1, 
If 
the directors 
and 
stockholders 
wrongfully 
appropriate 
the corporate 
funds to their ov\n 
pri­ 
vate purposes, or to purposes beyond the cor­ 
porate powers, the duty of the corporation, 
as quasi-trustee for its creditors, is not ab­ 
solved, but remains; and if the duty remains, 
then the right of the corporation to the funds 
remains at least until they reach tho posses­ 
sion of parties who have given full value for 
them in ignorance of their trust character. 
The company is not stopped from main­ 
taining the action by the fact that at the 
time of the purchase of the slock and the use 
of tho funds to pay for tho same, the direc­ 
tors owned all the capital stock, and as 
stockholders unanimously ratified what they 
os directors had done. 
J udge Burke ex cepted to the decision, and 
moved that the bond given by the plaintiffs 
when the injunction was issued, bo increased. 
This will be argued.
